He called attention to the policy 
of Nazi and Japanese warlords of 
dividing “Hie freedom -loving coun­ 
tries and so achieving a compromise 
i>*ace ” 
One of their methods, he 
continued, “is Hie attem pt to create 
in B ritain and Hie United States,
